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So You Want To Be An Intellectual?

A dictionary wil give you 
to understand that an intel- 
lectual is one distinguished 
by his supposedly superior 
powers of discernment, while a 
teacher is likely to say sim- 
ply that the distinguishing 
characteristic is no more than 
a prevailing interest in ideas 
Yo people take much more 
happily to the latter expla- 
nation, Is there not. after 
all,something inaffably roman- 
tic about Ideas and, especial- 
ly, Ideals? Is it not wonder- 
ful to find ourselves in the 
company of so many others who 
also feel that the material- 
istic preoccupations of our 
elders are just so many illu- 
sions which they and the world 
would be better off without? 

And yet, do we not feel un- 
easy at times when we wonder 
about the permanence of our 
ardent affair with ideas? Is 
this just a fling? Do these 
idees have any relevance to 
the pragmatic business of ac- 
quiring our daily bread? After 
all, can one build a life on 
dissatisfaction with the cur- 
rent state of things? Certain- 
ly all intellectuals are in 
some degree Platonist -- the 
world we see about us is at 
best inadequate compared to 
what should be. We wonder. 
And our minds are almost made 
up by the discovery of a sec- 
ond consideration--our inevi- 
table unpopularity with the 
majority. 

It is hardly a secret that 
intellectuals have had,through 


the history of man, a tenuous 
relationship at best with 
their contemporary "power 


structure." This, of course, 
has never been much of a con- 


sideration to those who are 
not immediately threatened by 
that "power structure.” The 
hirsute, flop-footed type 
strikes an observer as having 
little to lose anyway; while 
in the protecting aura of 
academic freedom, students and 
teachers have been relatively 
free to indulge in objective 
consideration of the socially 
sacrosanct. In many foreign 
countries, student days com- 
prise the only time of life in 
which the citizen can afford 
this "fling" with ideas and 
ideals. Post-scholastic life 
is too circumscribed by the 
very practical necessity of 
keeping a (often governmental) 
job and staying out of offi- 
cial disfavor. This explains, 
in part at least, the violence 
with which these students 
expouse their civic ideals, 


The nice thing about the 
United States in this respect 
is that we are aware of our 
future opportunities to work 
to change the evils we see in 
the social structure or to 
campaign against the positions 
of our political administra- 
tions, from the local to the 
Federal level. Our continuing 
freedom to do so is,of course, 
a precious privilege that will 
ever be, as it is now, im- 
periled by those who cannot or 


will not distinguish dissent 
from treason. 

Which. brings us to the 
realization that the post- 
scholastic intellectual, with 
his often unwelcome mental 
combination of objectivity and 
idealism, will have little 


sympathy from his peers should 
he be so foolish as to be con- 


sistent. Most of us aren't, 
of course. Knowing objective- 
ly, for instance, that the 


loyalty oath, of itself, could 
not possibly keep a dedicated 
and actually subversive enemy 
of our country out of a teach- 


ing position, and knowing 
further that it is an insult 
to the ideals of the kind of 


people who are attracted to 
teaching--we still submit to 
the whole silly business. 

So you want to be an intel- 
lectual? Well, you can be the 
quiet sort and keep your ideas 
to yourself. Most of us are 
of this sort, too. After all, 
who wants to wind up like 
Socrates or Christ?

The answer is that 
the Communists would gain con- 
trol of the South Vietnamese 
government and have a base for 
further so called "war for 
national liberation" in South 
East Asia and the Pacific. The 
Communists could gain control 
of all of South East Asia with 
a population over 900 million.
